Dr. J. Milton Bowers was convicted in 


San I'ranoisoo in 1S5G of poisoning his 
wife, in order to obtain tho insurance on 
her life, amounting to about 317,000, and 
was sentenced to be hanged. He took 
an appeal to tho supremo court of the 
state and on Ootober 23,1887, before the 
tribunal hai rendered a decision,\tbe 
dead body of Henry Benhayon, a brother 
o! Pr: Bowers' wife, was found m a room 
inthnteity. A letter was found, pur- 
porting to be a confession of Benhayon 
that he and not Dr. Bowers, was the 
cause of his sister's death. Circumstances 
lei to a suspicion that the confession was 
forged and tbatBeutuyon was murdered. 
John A. Dimming was charged with 
being the latter'a murderer, but he was 
acquitted and a book agent was arrested 
on suspicion. The supreme court after- 
wards granted Bowers a new trial. Fri- 
day, before Judge Wallace, the District 
Attorney moved for a dismissal of the 
case on the ground that not enough evi- 
dence could bt) secured to convict 
Bow- 


ers. The judge accordingly dismissed 
:bo case and Bowers was discharged from 
custody after having been imprisoned in 
the county jail for over three years.

aonie dealer who sees a chance to make 
money by forcing a cheaper article on the 
community. Nine times in ten tbe ar- 
ticle is as much cheaper in quality as it 
ia in price. Tfle injustice is apparent. 
Tho newspaper advertiser makes a de- 
mand for bis goods, the peddler supplies 
it with imitations which ho claims aro na 
good, or tbetter, and which be offers at 
great inducements. The very induce- 
ments offered throw suspicion on the 
coods presented, but the peddlsr's vol- 
uble tongue is ever ready to meet tho 
particular case in point. 


It does not concern us here to speak of 


the discomfort to housekeepers and the 
annoyance of frequent callers to the door 
and the experience bad there. Tbe news 
papert havo made merry over it, and 
very witty and langhible articles have 
been penned on the snbjtot. There ia, 
however, a very eenous side of tbe ques- 
tion for the newspapers. Tho danger ot 
the loss of revenue to newspapers is more 
apparent than real. Fortunately ped- 
dling as an advertising echeme has not 
as yet been found profitable. Its effect

follows inaugurates a

scheme that is both permanent and pro- 
litablc. What becomes of newspaper ad- 
vertising space then, when all manufac- 
turers tako to peddling. On the other 
band, suppose thoso manufacturers who 
do a little peddling at times oonld be 
mado to see tho greater profit and the 
better reputation which conies through 
the use ot newspapers all the time. 
It 


is a wisa business editor who, knowing 
that he has a good thing io make money 
for his pitron and himself, sees to it tha't 
doubtful schemes are not encouraged. 


That barm is done to the manufactur- 


er wbo fate created a reputation for his 
standard prodaatis. shown by the osre 
he takes to protect that reputation from 
tbe peddling inroad ot campetitors. One 
manufacturer spends tnousauds ot dol- 
lars annually in the newspapers to tell 
housekeepers to "Bsware, Pearhne is 
never peddled." Another publishes "A 
word n£ warning. They are not as good 
as tbe Ivory." A third says tho "Eoyal 
ia not Bold in competion," etc. Thes.e, as 
have many others, have achieved for- 
tunes and reputation through the news- 
papers, and they show their wisdom by 
taking active precautions against an un- 
fair trading upon their goods. 


In many localities tbe evil has been 


met and remedied. 
Beooarce has been 


had to the license Ian, and in some in- 
stances peddling licenses have been made 
almost prohibitory. Where such laws aro 
in existenee the renders of the Advertis- 
er's Gazette can serve themselves and 
protect their Interests by keepings care- 
ful watch for peddlers of manufaotnred 
articles, and making it a point to know 
that the legal licenses have been paid. 
Peddlers rarely pay this tax unless com- 
pelled to, and usually give a wide berth to 
places where 'She law is rigidly enforced. 
In localities vrher no tax la placed on 
peddling, it should concern the board of 
trade or any of tbe enterprising business 
men to protect the interests of tbeir 
town or village by the enactment of such 
s law. Believed of unfair competition, 
home dealers can better serve their pat- 
rons, money circulates whore it belongs, 
and tho general community, 'dealer and 
manufacturer are bound together with 
ties of mutual dependence for the com- 
mon good.
